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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Applicant submits this Amendment, together with a Form PTO 1449 (2 pages), in reply 
to the Office Action mailed May 19, 2004. 

In this Amendment, Applicant amends the specification and adds new Figs. 4a, 4b, 4c, 
5a, 5b, and 6. 

Before entry of this Amendment After Final, claims 9-22 were pending in this 
application. After entry of this Amendment After Final, claims 9-22 remain pending in this 
application. 

The originally-filed specification, claims, abstract, and drawings fully support the 
amendments to the specification and the addition of new Figs. 4a, 4b, 4c, 5a, 5b, and 6. No new 
matter was introduced. 

In the Office Action, the Examiner objected to the drawings and allowed claims 9-22. 

Claims Allowed 

Applicant gratefully acknowledges the Examiner's statement that claims 9-22 are 
allowed. 

Objections to Drawings 
Applicant adds new Figs. 4a, 4b, 4c, 5a, 5b, and 6. These new figures show views of a 
wire and two embodiments of the cord of the present invention. Applicant submits that new 
Figs. 4a, 4b, 4c, 5a, 5b, and 6 resolve the Examiner's objections to the drawings.
